The most action you get was some rednecks cussing at you, or 
throwing beer cans at you out of the back of a four wheel drive truck. | didn’t 
write any songs; | wrote part of one song. | came to New York and I’ve written 
about ten. 

DEREK: We’ve been together two months as a unit, and then this guilar player 
joined us yesterday, he just flew up here Tuesday...me and him and Glorp have 
been playing together three days, so whalever you heard tonight sure sounds 
alot better...!’m kinda concerned with up here, our scene might look OK, like 
you go to the Irving Plaza (FOR PEOPLE NOT FAMILIAR WITH THE IRVING PLAZA, IT’S A 
BIG HALL THAT’S BEEN HAVING HARDCORE GIGS RECENTLY, WITH 500 PLUS PEOPLE SHOW- 
ING UP...ED) these people, you play on a weeknight and you never see Ihem 
anywhere...half of them are poseurs, and the other half come to beat up each 
other on the dance floor...now it’s alot less people hanging out than last sum- 
mer, ‘cos kids are getting tired of dressing up just out of being lazy, they don't 
want to dress up like hardcore anymore. | know for a fact alot of people label 
hardcore... 

GARY: Fuck the label, we don't want to be associaled with a label at all! 
DEREK: ...anybody can shave their head and they think they’re cool, the whole 
scene is turning into an acceptance thing, and all these bands like “we're 
hardcore, wow...like we can get accepted’’, and people think they're cool, ya 
know, the whole status quo thing now. | hate il. They fuck up our scene, we 
want it cool, to the thing where we can play in New York and have a good time, 
people show up, there won't be fights... 
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GARY: | think out of this whole city...! don't know everybody ‘cos | haven't 
been here that long, but | know ten people, if | see them at a gig. | don’t care if 
anybody else is there at all. |’d like to see some sort of aconsciousness raise, | 
don’t want to see people just shaving their heads and punching each other. It’s 
more to it than that. | know alot of people who don’t even dance, but they're 
still good people...! hate to use the word, bul it's a certain hipness 
involved...thal you just don’t see with these people with this shit on the back 


_of their jackets. That is such a deadness to me, all these leather jackets and 


shit on them...it’s so dead...These people are still breaking bottles in the 
street...most of the people I've seen that got out of the punk rock bullshit are 
progressing to something more strong... 
DEREK: Hardcore, here now, is turning into a dress code thing. It’s turning in- 
to fuckin'fashion, like all these people show up with new shiny black leather 
army boots...we really try to teach them on the dance floor, we say, look, 
you're a fucking sucker...like when they try to hurt people... 
GARY: It's not just dancing, but hanging out with these people. I'm 23, and | 
see alot of these kids around here that are young, alot of them are between 14 
and 17, which is great that they're into something good, but if it’s blind 
idolization, ‘‘! want to be a skinhead’, then it’s fucked. Usually, when I'm 
talking to the kids, | try to set an example... 
DEREK: Yeah, but if you set an example, they'll dress like you... 
GARY: Yeah, | don’t want to set an example for anyone to follow, it’s just that 
I've seen most of them in a pretty dismal trip... 
__.SOMEONE ACROSS THE STREET BREAKS A BOTTLE...SOUND OF SHATTERED GLASS... 
GARY: There goes a punk rocker...(Gary recites the scene for the tape) 
Leather jacket walks by, smashes beer bottle, and snarls his way into A7: 
“I’m on the guest list, for Ultra Violence”. 
DEREK: As far as New York, you'd think it'd be big, but it’s not, really, there's 
a small circle of fifty people all pretty much know each other, or at least ten 
other people; that's pretty much what the scene so to speak is now...when the 
Bad Brains were around, everybody would pack the place... 
GARY: | just want to see more people into it; | might cry about that for the rest 
of my life, so I've gotten used to it. That's why | love the scene; the people | 
know here, and the friends |’ve met and the people that come up to the show, 
and you know who means it. There's not too many scenes like that anywhere. 
New York definitely ranks. 
DEREK: It’s too small, though, there's no place to play. 
GARY: Yeah, it's getting a little bit desperate. It does get back to the point of, if 
there’s not enough people into it, you can’t survive, if | depended on this, then 
| wouldn't even be able to buy strings. Definitely wouldn't be able to eat, fuck 
rent! 
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AOY: Gary, do you write all the words? Who writes the music? 

GARY: | wrote about half or three quarters of the songs...Derek is starting to 
write, and Skip and | write together...he writes about half or a quarter.. .| have 
been doing it lately, since he hasn't been around, I've been writing all the 
songs...but | write all the words, even if they write the words, | revise them or 
change them so | can live with them. | don’t want to speak exactly what 
somebody else is saying, it’s just really factual, not an opinion. ..so | don’t 
mind singing them... 

AOY: What are your songs about? 

GARY: They're about...well, it ranges, | guess...about...L/FE! Ha ha 
ha...About people’s problems, people’s ups and downs, oppression; that’s an 
easy one to write about...it’s my chance to say something, it’s the only way | 
have...they’re about everything that happens to ME. Everything from cops to 
being drafted, or being pissed off at somebody that showed their rear end to 
you in the long run....things that SUCK! Things that bite the dick | like to 
write about. 

AOY: Are you planning to put out a single, or tour? 

GARY: Yeah, we're gonna put out a record, but I've been saying this for so 
long, maybe real soon, maybe in a few weeks, if not, two months. And we're 
looking at an East Coast tour, in about six weeks from now, from Boston down 
to Florida. 

AOY: Any last comments? 

GARY: For one thing, don’t ask me for our bass player’s number. It's unlisted. 
DEREK: Yeah, all these girls are always hassling me. 

GARY: He gets interview calls every hour...so we just want to keep that 
quiet...the guest lists are too small, sometimes, | have to turn mine over to his, 
people compare him to David Lee Roth... 
DEREK: | try to hide so | don’t steal the show... 

GARY: You notice he lays back alot and lets me do some stuff once in a while... 
DEREK: You've seen our roadie pushing girls away... 

GARY: Yeah, did you nolice that? There was one girl showing her tits...she 
was right beside Derek...what else do we want to say, man? Wanna say hi to 
your mom? 
DEREK: Hi Mom! 

GARY: Yeah, hi Mom! Where's the camera? Uh, hi to Mom, my little brother, 
my little brother’s 11 years old, and his favorite band’s Minor Threat. Say hi to 
him: Grant. He's got a band in Florida, | think they’re called the Dirty Canals . 
It's like a pollution band. No instruments. They're like accapella hardcore. 
They're playing gigs in front yards and stuff, it’s really weird. We'd like to see 
this interview so our lawyers can edit it. 

AOY: We need your bass player's number for that. 

GARY: What? We can’t do that. I'll give you my number. (Gives his phone 
number and address) 

AOY: What's your zip? 

GARY: It’s about half way...(looks down)
